The amount of assistance re­ 
ceived by those on 
the Texas 
Old Age Assistance rolls reached 
its peak. $3,708.631, in October, 
and then declined to $3.602.322 
in November, the State D epart­ 
m ent of Public W elfare announc­ 
ed recently. The reason for the 
decrease was lack of funds, which 
necessitated proration beginning 
with the November checks. The 
rolls continued to Increase during 
October, changing from 180.291 to 
181.5554 recipients, a net gain of 
1.263. Although each November 
check was for one dtllar less than 
the am ount which would be paid 
if sufficient funds were available, 
the average check for November 
was for $19 84. only seventy-three 
cents less than the October aver­ 
age. 
The number of blind persons 
receiving assistance in November 
was 3 879. an increase of 136 over 
October.
